Hispanics accounted for more than 
half of the U.S. population increase 
over the last decade, exceeding esti- 
mates in most states as they crossed 
a new census milestone: 50 mil- 
lion, or 1 in 6 Americans. 

Meanwhile, more than 9 mil- 
lion Americans checked two or 
more race categories on their 2010 
census forms, up 32 percent from 
2000, a sign of burgeoning mul- 
tiracial growth in an increasingly 
minority nation. 

The Census Bureau on Thurs- 
day released its first set of national- 
level findings from the 2010 count 
on race and migration, detailing 
a decade in which rapid minori- 
ty growth, aging whites and the 
housing boom and bust were the

predominant story lines. 

Analysts said the results con- 
firmed a demographic transforma- 
tion under way that is upending 
traditional notions of racial minor- 
ities, political swing districts, even 
city and suburb. 

“These are big demographic 
changes,” said Mark Mather, an 


associate vice president at the non- 
profit Population Reference Bureau. 
“There is going to be some cul- 
ture shock, especially in commu- 
nities that haven’t had high num- 
bers of immigrants or minorities 
in the past. By 2050, we may have 
an entirely new system of defin- 
ing ourselves.” 

Multiracial Americans now 
make up 2.9 percent of the U.S. pop- 
ulation, a steadily growing group 
— even if it did not include Presi- 
dent Obama, who identified him- 
self only as African-American on 
his census form. 

“Hispanics and immigrant 
minorities are providing a much 
needed tonic for an older, largely 
white population which is moving 
into middle age and retirement,” 
said William Frey, a demographer 
at the Brookings Institution. “They 
will form the bulk of our labor force 
growth in the next decade as they 
continue to disperse into larger

Texas Find Suggests Earlier Settlers in N. America 


Washington 

The discovery of ancient stone tools 
at an archaeological dig in Texas 
could push back the presence of 
humans in North America, perhaps 
by as much as 2,500 years. 

Thousands of artifacts dating to 
between 13,200 and 15,500 years 
ago were uncovered by researchers 
led by Michael R. Waters of Texas 
A&M University. The Friday report 
runs in the journal Science. 


The find in the Buttermilk 
Creek complex near Austin was 
located 5 feet below materials left 
by the well-known Clovis culture, 
which was once thought to have 
been the first American settlers 
around 13,000 years ago. 

It was “like finding the holy 
grail,” Waters said. To find what 
appears to be a large open-air 
campsite “is really gratifying. 
Lucky and gratifying.”

Gathering Japan's Strewn Lives 


Communities brace 
for immense efforts 
to sort and restart

Where do you even start? 

Do you start by carting away the 
Chokai Mam, the 150-foot ship that 
slammed into a house? With the 
thousands of destroyed cars scat- 
tered in the city of Sendai? With 
the endless remnants of so many 
lives that clutter the canals? 

In the first days after a tsuna- 
mi slammed into Japan’s northeast 
coast on March 11, killing more 
than 10,000 people, it seemed cal- 
lous to worry about the cleanup.

NATO Agrees to Enforce No-Fly Zone Over Libya 


Washington 

After days of hard bargaining, 
NATO agreed Thursday to enforce 
the no-fly zone over Libya, but not 
other military operations there.

Sorry, SmarTrip. But you're not nearly as intelli- 
gent as my other ticket to ride: the MARC month- 
ly. When I bought my first one for $175, it seemed 
like a fair price for a daily trip from Baltimore to 
D.C. and back. So I didn’t entirely believe it when a 
fellow commuter told me it was also good for any 
bus, light rail or subway trips in Charm City. 


But it turns out, that guy was right 
— the monthly pass does it all. Ever 
since, IVe made sure to keep it safe 
in an orange protective sleeve and 
have it with me wherever I go. And 
that’s a lot more places now that I 
don’t have to worry about spend- 
ing anything extra to get there. 
Yep, I’m living the dream in Bal- 
timore. 


As it turns out, it’s Michael 
Perkins’ dream too. The 31-year- 
old Arlington resident is behind a 
push to get Metro to create a sim- 
ilar monthly pass. For more than 
two years, he’s been crunching the 
numbers to show that the propos- 
al would benefit both riders and 
WMATA, and presenting his find- 
ings to the powers that be. 


But since that hasn’t yielded the 
results Perkins was looking for, 
he’s launched a public campaign 
through the site Metrosmartpasses. 
org (along with a Twitter account 
@MetroSmartPasses and a Face- 
book page). 

“I’d gotten to the 
point that there were 
no more board mem- 
bers to talk to,” says 
Perkins, who hopes 
taking the idea to 
the people will help 
him flesh out the 
details and possibly 
find any holes in his proposal. 

The standard way to calculate 
the fair price for a monthly pass is 
to make it worth 40 rides. That way 
you’re paying for your commute, 
which is the big moneymaker for 
the system, but any other trips are 
gravy. You’re happy because you 
don’t feel nickeled-and-dimed every 
time you hop on the bus. The tran- 
sit system is happy because it gets 
your money up front. And the envi- 
ronment’s happy because the setup 
encourages folks to ditch their cars 
on weekends in favor of free rides. 

The major problem with this 
system in D.C. is that Metro’s vari- 
able fare structure means a month 
of commutes for people who work 
and live in the city costs much less 
than a month of rides in and out 
of the suburbs. So Perkins recom- 
mends that we take a lesson from 
the Seattle area’s Puget Pass. Rid- 
ers there select a monthly pass 
based on the fare of a typical trip, 
and they get an unlimited number 
of rides that cost the same or less. 
If they take a trip that costs more, 
they just pay the difference from 
money stored on their cards. 

That plan may not be quite as 
simple. But it sure sounds smart.

D.C. on pace to lose 
minority majority 
status held sinee ’70 

Washington 

The number of African-Americans 
residing in the District plummet- 
ed by more than 11 percent during 
the past decade, with blacks on the 
verge of losing their majority sta- 
tus in the city for the first time in 
half a century. 

According to census statistics 
released Thursday, barely 50 per- 
cent of the District’s population 
was African-American in 2010 — 
a remarkable shift in a place once 
nicknamed “Chocolate City.” 

The black population dropped 
by more than 39,000 over the

“Can you hear me now?” The 
answer in the D.C. area appears 
to be “maybe not.” 

The region has the worst cell- 
phone reception among the top 
27 cellular markets, according 
to a new study by J.D. Power and 
Associates. In the Washington 
metropolitan area, 18 out of every 
100 calls is affected by static or 
echoes, or is dropped altogether, 
the report found. 

The study doesn’t explain why 
the region is such a giant recep- 
tion-sucking dead zone, but it 
appears switching carriers won’t 
make much difference. AT&T, Ver- 
izon, T-Mobile and Sprint had vir- 
tually the same number of problem 
calls on average in the Mid-Atlan- 
tic region. 


Backstory

result of almost 15 years of gen- 
trification that has transformed 
large swaths of Washington, espe- 
cially downtown. As housing prices 
soared, white professionals priced

The FAA's Wake-Up Call 


Incident at Reagan 
raises new eoncerns 
about the staffing at 
airports across U.S. 

Washington 

Should jetliners be landing with only 
a single air traffic controller on duty 
— even if he’s awake? 

Federal officials are grappling with 
that question after the safe landing of 
two jetliners this week with no help 
from the lone air traffic supervisor on 
duty at Washington’s Reagan Nation- 
al Airport. He’s been suspended, and 
safety investigators say he has acknowl- 
edged he was asleep. 

The incident comes nearly five years 
after a fatal crash in Kentucky in which 
a controller was working alone. Inves- 
tigators said that controller was most 
likely suffering from fatigue, although 
they placed responsibility for the crash 
that took 46 lives on the pilots. 

Still, the National Air Traffic Con- 
trollers Association warned at the 
time against putting controllers alone 
on shifts and assigning tiring work 
schedules. The union’s president, Paul 
Rinaldi, made the same point again 
on Thursday: “One-person shifts are 
unsafe. Period.” 

The Reagan National incident early 
Wednesday morning has sent admin- 
istration officials scrambling to assure 
the public that safety isn’t being com- 
promised. Transportation Secretary 
Ray LaHood has ordered an examina- 
tion of controller staffing at airports 
across the nation, and he directed that 
two controllers staff the midnight shift 
in Washington from now on. 


A Second Silent Night 

Wednesday's incident at Washington's Reagan National Airport, 
which the National Transportation Safety Board is reviewing, is the 
second time in as many years that the tower at Reagan has gone 
silent, said a source familiar with tower operations who spoke on 
the condition of anonymity because he is not authorized to speak 
for the FAA. The previous time, the lone controller on duty left his 
swipe-card pass key behind when he stepped outside the tower's 
secure door and was unable to get back in, the source said. A 
controller at another facility mentioned that incident to a pilot as 
he was trying to land early Wednesday, (the Washington post)

Controller Suspended 

The air traffic control supervisor who apparently fell 
asleep on the job at Reagan National Airport early 
Wednesday has been drug-tested by federal officials, a 
step usually reserved for controllers involved in plane 
crashes. The supervisor, who was suspended Thursday, 
was tested at Reagan about 12 hours after he lapsed into 
silence in the control tower. The controller, a veteran 
supervisor who was on duty alone, first said that the 
silence was the result of a stuck microphone, according to 
an audiotape of his radio transmissions. Federal officials 
say that he finally admitted to dozing off. (twp) 


Federal Aviation Administration 
chief Randy Babbitt said he was inves- 
tigating the incident, but he also said 
that at “no point was either plane out 
of radar contact, and our backup sys- 
tem kicked in to ensure the safe land- 
ing of both airplanes.” 

The National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board has opened its own investiga- 
tion, and the House Transportation and 
Infrastructure Committee has added 
yet another investigation. 

The issue is likely to land in Con- 
gress’ lap next week when the House 
is tentatively expected to take up a 
Republican-drafted bill that would

cut $4 billion over four years from the 
FAA. The agency says it needs more 
money, not less. A House bill already 
calls for a National Academy of Sci- 
ences study of controller staffing. A 
Senate-passed version of the bill also 
would require a study. 

Besides Reagan National, at least 
two other airports in the Washing- 
ton region — in Richmond, Va., and at 
Andrews Air Force Base in Maryland 
— are also staffed by a single controller 
overnight. The Washington controller, 
who hasn’t been identified, was on his 
fourth-straight overnight shift, from 
10 p.m. to 6 a.m., the NTSB said. 

Some aviation safety experts say too 
much is being made of this week’s inci- 
dent. “It’s not outrageous for the agen- 
cy to avoid putting a second six-figure 
employee into a tower where they may 
only work a dozen airplanes in a shift,” 
said Bill Voss, president of the Flight 
Safety Foundation of Alexandria, Va., 
and a former air traffic controller, (ap)

Virginia Commonwealth players 
Bradford Burgess and Brandon 
Rozzell look out from a billboard 
on 1-95 with a message for passers- 
by: “Our City, Your Team.” 

These days, that slogan is the 
subject of some debate. Virgin- 
ia’s state capital is just the third 
city since the NCAA Tournament 
expanded to 64 teams in 1985 to be 
home to two of the final 16 teams 
still standing in the event, a fact

that bewilders VCU and University 
of Richmond supporters alike, and 
bracket prognosticators. 

While small, secluded Richmond 
and urban, bustling VCU are sepa- 
rated by six miles and a few rungs 
on the socioeconomic ladder, fans 
of each can unite under the banner 
of civic pride Friday in San Anto- 
nio for the Southwest Region semi- 
finals. If Richmond can upset Kan- 
sas and VCU can beat Florida State, 
they will play each other Sunday for 
a spot in the Final Four. 

The folks can’t agree on how to 
view their unexpected partnership 
but know its good for the commu- 
nity. “If they’re being honest, the 


school administrators at VCU and 
Richmond probably would tell you 
they’d prefer not to be sharing the 
spotlight this weekend,” said Matt 
Smith, a 1992 Richmond graduate. 
“But it’s great for the city.” 

STOPPING THROUGH 

People come to Richmond to go to 
school or to work for the govern- 
ment or the military, or to stop by en 
route to someplace else. That dynam- 
ic extends to sports. “This is a city 


that loses teams,” said Wes McEl- 
roy, a sports radio host on WRNL 
910 AM, lamenting the loss of the 
Richmond Braves in 2008. 

And they lose coaches. Before 
Chris Mooney, John Beilein and 
Jerry Wainwright coached at Rich- 
mond, and before Shaka Smart 
took over at VCU, Anthony Grant 
and Jeff Capel took the team to the 
NCAA Tournament. All four left for 
higher-profile jobs. There is mount- 
ing speculation that Mooney and 


Smart might soon follow suit. 

Spiders sophomore Darien 
Brothers, a Richmond native, never 
thought he would play for the school 
by the lake and gated houses. Now, 
he is helping change his team’s per- 
ception, nationally and locally. 

“Usually, it’s VCU that’s get- 
ting all the attention,” Brothers 
said. “It’s sort of like we’re put- 
ting Richmond on the map.” And 
perhaps, one day, a billboard.

And yet despite the fifth-seeded 
Hoyas’ impressive run, few believe 
they can beat the Huskies. Connect- 
icut lost once this year, at Stanford 
in December, but that represents 


the only blemish in the Huskies’ 
last 113 games. “They’re a great 
team. That’s no secret,” McNutt 
said. “But they’re human. They’ve 
gone down.

Connecticut beat Georgetown 
twice in Big East play this year, and 
in both games the Hoyas struggled 
from long range, shooting a com- 
bined 9 of 44 on 3-pointers. 

It was just the opposite when 
Georgetown topped Maryland. The 
Hoyas shot 52 percent from behind 
the arc. Sophomore Sugar Rodgers 
nailed seven of her 10 3-point tries, 
finishing with 34 points. 

Beating Connecticut may 
require a night of similar hot shoot- 
ing and the successful deployment 
of Georgetown’s attacking defense.

The Capitals have made a Lot of 
smart moves Lately. They traded for 
Jason Arnott and this week put the ail- 
ing Alex Ovechkin on ice for seven to 10 
days, giving the superstar crucial time 
to heal before the playoffs.

Irbe produces net 
gains this season as 
Caps’ goalies coach

After finishing up a post-practice 
workout with goaltender Semyon 
Varlamov, Caps goaltending coach 
Arturs Irbe skated off the ice at 
Kettler Capitals Iceplex while head 
coach Bruce Boudreau took ques- 
tions from the media. 

Inevitably, someone asks about 
the team’s crop of three talented, 
NHL-ready goalies. “Who has the 
edge on starting in Game 1?” 

Boudreau, in his usual folksy 
way, deflects the question with a 
glad-to-have-three-options-but- 
there’s-only-one-net response.

Near the entrance to the Caps’ 
locker room, Irbe is a litde more hon- 
est about the crowded net. 

“It’s a headache,” he said. “But 
only because you want all three 
guys to be in the net because they 
deserve it. You want to fast-track 
their way to the NHL because 
they’re so good and talented, but 
there’s only one net.” 

At the end of the day, Boudreau 
can choose only one goalie to play. 
But for Irbe, a former NHL goalie 
who helped lead the Carolina Hur- 
ricanes to the Stanley Cup finals 
in 2002, it’s his job to prepare all 
three for any given night — and 
the playoffs. 

“I present Bruce with these 
goalies and say 'you pick,”’ he said. 
“Sometimes I will give my insight, 
but it is his choice.” 

A season ago, the Capitals were 
pegged as a team with a talent- 
ed, youthful goaltending stock but 
shaky security between the pipes. 

Now behind the play of 22-year- 
olds Varlamov, Michal Neuvirth 
and 21-year- old Braden Holtby, 


goaltending has joined offense as 
the team’s strong suit. 

The Caps may not be scoring 
goals at the rip-roaring pace they 
did in last season’s record-break- 
ing campaign, but they aren’t let- 
ting them in as often, either — a 
credit to Irbe’s influence. 


“Archie [Irbe] played in this 
league for a long time, and he knows 
what he’s talking about,” Neuvirth 
said. “He’s a friendly coach, and he 
works us very hard.” 

Along with running drills and 
working with the goalies after prac- 
tice as needed, Irbe also serves his 


students as a sort of goalie psychol- 
ogist. With 13 years in the NHL 
under his belt, Irbe knows the 
effects of a benching and how it 
can weigh on a player’s mind. 

Neuvirth and Varlamov are 
expected to split the last eight games 
of the season, but as the postsea- 
son inches closer, Irbe is analyz- 
ing which goalie is showing signs 
of “readiness” for the playoffs. 

“One key is to not make big save 
after big save, but to make the big 
saves look easier than it really was,” 
he said. “That’s the beauty, that’s 
the strength of the goalie. It’s an 
art that the goalie has to master.”

Until recently, Steven Friedman would never 
have invited his friends down to his base- 
ment. The room was home to kids’ toys and 
exercise equipment — and little else. 

“It wasn’t a place to hang out,” says Fried- 
man, 43 , of Chevy Chase, Md. “It had no flavor 
or personality. There was nothing that would 
compel you to want to spend time there.” 

But with a little help from a designer and 
some inspiration from Friedman’s passion for 
cycling, the no man’s land has become a gath- 
ering spot that can handle the rest, relaxation 
and recreation needs of a family of five.

its duty as a relaxing respite. 

One of the most important steps 
in outfitting a cohesive family room 
is determining the intended uses of 
the space — and then sticking with 
it as you add furnishings.

accessories directly suited to your 
needs.

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seating, or side tables with shelves 
or drawers for corralling books or 
remote controls. If you can’t get 
rid of the clutter, you can at least 
conceal it.

A Local flooring expert

Sprigg Lynn is used to seeing people 
walk all over his hard work. Make 
that well-heeled, powerful people. 

Lynn is a principal officer at Uni- 
versal Floors (4625 41st St. NW, 202- 
537-8900, Universalfloors.com), 
which his father, “Capt.” South 
Lynn Sr., founded in 1953. Since 
then, the company has worked on 
the White House floors for every 
president from Dwight Eisenhow- 
er to George W. Bush (work’s been 
planned for Obama’s tenure, too, but 
it hasn’t been completed yet). Uni- 
versal Floors has gained access to 
the inner sanctums of other high- 
security hot spots, too, such as the 
State and Treasury departments 
and the Supreme Court. The com- 
pany also works on plenty of non- 
governmental abodes (as in, regu- 
lar homeowners’ pads). 

Recently, Universal turned its 
remodeling skills on itself, hir- 
ing Bethesda-based Rill Archi- 
tects to redesign its own show- 
room. Express spoke to Sprigg 
Lynn about his family business, 
flooring trends and how to pick 
the perfect plank size. 

You’re licensed throughout the 
D.C. area. Besides first families, 
who else has hired your company? 

Shirley Temple, some of the 
[Supreme Court] justices. Chuck 
Yeager. We’ve done all the Kenne- 
dys, from President Kennedy when 
he lived in Georgetown to all his 
brothers. We still do quite a bit of 
work for Ethel Kennedy.

pine. But in the last five years, it’s 
changed. Homeowners are going 
to wider planks and more of these 
deeper, darker earth tone colors and 
more natural looks. Before, every 
piece of floor had to be perfect, 
flawless, and now they’re going 


more toward, “There’s nothing 
wrong with a knot.” 

Why did that happen? 

In the past, flooring was basically 
a functional part of the house, and 
now it’s become part of the design 
of the house. 

What tips do you have for select- 
ing hardwood flooring? 

A wood floor is only as good as its 
subfloor. If you have a good foun- 
dation, relatively flat, your floor 
is going to last. Things like adhe- 
sives that are underneath the floor 
that people don’t pay much mind 
to — those are the most impor- 
tant things. 

If you buy the best material 
you can for underneath the floor, 
it’s going to outlast any warranty. 
It also [serves as] noise control.

A lot of condominiums have 
noise ordinances. A lot of adhe- 
sives are excellent for that. 

How important is the appearance 
of the floor? Do looks matter? 

People shouldn’t shop for wood 
floors on looks alone. Some prod- 
ucts look good, but they’re very soft. 
They don’t wear well. People have 
to look at their lifestyle and where 
they’re putting [certain types of 
flooring]. Is it a retired couple, or 
someone with four kids and a dog? 
You can achieve almost any color 
and style with the proper wood. 

Do trends such as wider planks 
and darker shades of wood work in 
a small space?

Sometimes you can get away with a 
little bit of a wider plank in a small 
room. But if you get into parquets, 
you have to have at least three or 
four repeat patterns for it to look 
in proportion. It also depends on 
the color. The darker the floor you 
have, the smaller it appears. 

Is hardwood flooring worth the in- 
vestment, when laminate is more 
affordable and looks similar? 

It’s like a nice steak dinner and a 
piece of baloney. You get what you 
pay for. Laminate has its place, and 
there are some people who put it 
in a rec room or a craft room, or 
they want the look but they don’t 
want to pay for it. 

Real wood is a perma- 
nent structure in your house. It 
increases the value of your home.

Organized 

It’s easy to think of reasons to avoid spring 
cleaning (or cleaning and neatening at any time 
of the year, really): It’s time-consuming, tiring and 
often frustrating. It reminds you that you’ve totally 
bailed on your New Year’s resolution. It reminds you 
just how tiny your closet really is. But 
there are also reasons to embrace de- 
cluttering. Leah Ingram’s “Toss, Keep, 
Sell!” ($15, Adams Media) casts the 
eternal chore in a new light — a lucra- 
tive light, as a matter of fact. Filled with 
DIY tips for reducing junk, reorganiz- 
ing essential belongings and selling the possessions 
you’re ready to part with, Ingram’s book reveals that 
even short bursts of cleaning can reap major payoffs. 
The New Hope, Pa.-based author and blogger (Sud- 
denlyfrugal.com) shared her clutter-clearing philos- 
ophies with Express. KATIE ABERBACH (EXPRESS) 



Why do you recommend quick, 
intense cleaning sessions rather 
than a major overhaul? 

The little steps will add up. You 
have to be nice to yourself and real- 
ize that you didn’t create this clutter 
problem in 15 minutes, and you’re 
not going to fix it in 15 minutes. But 
[spend] 15 minutes [cleaning] once 
or twice a day for a couple of weeks 
and you’ll be shocked. 

Which common household items 
make good organizing tools? 

Hooks. We transformed our mud- 
room from a dumping ground of 
sports bags and cleats and field 
hockey sticks into a space that you 
can actually walk through, simply 
by putting up hooks on three walls. 
Just getting stuff up off the floor 
— even if it’s not perfectly orga- 
nized — can go a long way toward 
making a space act and look more 
organized. 

Which organizational supplies are 
worth spending money on?

The number of minutes Leah 
Ingram believes youshould dedi- 
cate to household tidying —with 
the caveat that “you might not fin- 
ish everything in 15 minutes." Still, 
she encourages reluctant cleaners 
to set a timer and focus on neat- 
ening a specific area of the home, 
such as the bathroom or the linen 
closet, within that period. “You go 
into itthinking, ‘I can'tgetanything 
done in 15 minutes,'” Ingram says, 
“and then you come out on the 
other side and say, ‘Oh, my gosh, I 
can't believe how much I got done 
in 15 minutes.'" K. A. 


A label maker, as silly as that seems, 
can really help get you organized 
because there’s something about a 
neat and tidy label on the front of a 
bunch of boxes that makes things 
look better. My husband used a label 
maker to put labels on all of his 
dresser drawers. It makes putting 


away laundry a whole lot easier. It’s 
not pretty, though — House Beauti- 
ful will probably never come to my 
house and do a photo shoot. 

Also, if you know that you’re 
going to donate items on a regu- 
lar basis or have a yard sale, invest 
in a couple of big Rubbermaid bins 
to hold things you’re going to give 
away. You can keep them in your 
car. That way, they’re not clutter- 
ing up your home. 


Do you recommend holding yard 
sales to get rid of clutter? 

I recommend them with a caveat. 
It’s very easy to spend a lot of time 
organizing a yard sale at your home 
or in your neighborhood — from 
setting up to pricing — but not 
[easy] to get a good return on your 
investment of time. So, I advocate 
finding an organized yard sale, flea 
market or antiques market where 
you can buy a table. 


It sounds counterintuitive, but 
if you spend $10 or $20 to buy a 
table at a yard sale that somebody 
else has organized and somebody 
else has advertised, it is well worth 
your time. But be honest with your- 
self If you’re selling crap that’s not 
going to bring you the $20 that you 
paid for the table, then just donate 
your things to a good cause and 
take the tax write-off

How does de-cluttering your home 
contribute to its value? 

It’s pretty simple: When your home 
is cluttered, when your closets are 
full, when your basement is packed 
to the rafters, it makes your home 
look smaller. It easily turns off 
would-be buyers because they don’t 
want to know what you’ve stored 
in the basement, they don’t want 
to know what kind of shoes you 
wear, they don’t want to see pic- 
tures of your family; they almost 
want a clean slate.

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Crowded Coiniminities 


As more people move 
into the District, many 
get sticker shock, but 
some see opportunity 


Demographics 

Anyone who has searched for a 
home in the District, for convenient 
parking — or even for a bar stool 
during happy hour — may have 
sensed what census statistics con- 
firm: There are a lot of newcomers 
around town. And these newcomers 
— and their housing wish lists — 
are helping reshape the city’s neigh- 
borhoods and housing stock. 



As more people move to D.C., areas such as Anacostia attract new residents. 


From July 2008 to July 2009, 
a net of 6,550 people migrated to 
D.C., according to a Census Bureau 
analysis of Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice data. Last year, the District’s 
population surged past 600,000 
for the first time in two decades. 
Developers are taking notice. 

“When newcomers ... come 
to Washington for employment, 
they generally rent first,” said Ann 
Scully, executive vice president of 
Mayhood, which has been devel- 
oping condominiums in the Dis- 
trict for almost 30 years. “They 
pick a neighborhood, and they 
rent in that neighborhood. If they 
end up liking it, they might look 


for something to buy in that area 
after a year or two,” added Scul- 
ly, who has been with Mayhood 
since 1984 and is involved with 
the Workforce Housing Commit- 
tee of the Urban Land Institute, a 
nonprofit group that advocates for 
increased development for moder- 
ate-income households. 

In addition to favoring rentals, 
experts say, newcomers generally 
gravitate toward neighborhoods 
they recognize. 

“Typically, newcomers are look- 
ing for areas that are national- 
ly identifiable. So, we get a lot of 
people asking about Georgetown, 
Dupont Circle and downtown,” 
said Ken Johnson, who founded 
DCRealEstate.com, a marketing, 
sales and leasing company. “For 
someone who is coming from out- 
side the area for a job, they’re usu-

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ally not looking to pioneer. They 
want something they see as safe 
and that’s in the center of things ” 
added Johnson, who also edits the 
DCMud real estate blog. 

Affordability Shock 

But newcomers soon find that 
prices in those neighborhoods 
are among the highest in the city, 
so many have to broaden their 
search. 

Alefiyah Mesiwala, 30, a pre- 
ventive-medicine resident at Johns 
Hopkins who is doing a rotation 
in Washington, and her husband, 
Aadil Ginwala, 32, a business con- 
sultant, said that after renting in 
Baltimore for the past few years, 
they were ready to settle down and 
buy in D.C. 

“Our requirements were that 
it would be Metro-accessible, that 
it would be physically convenient. 



firm to think she is unhappy, said 
that “the rent in D.C. is more than 
the job justifies,” even though she 
makes $145,000 per year. In Sep- 
tember, Leah moved from Chicago 
into a $2,150-per-month one-bed- 
room apartment near Cleveland 
Park with her wife, who she said 
found a good job in government 
before they arrived. While Leah 
said she likes her neighborhood, 
she added that in Chicago she 
could get much more bang for 
her buck. 

“In D.C. you can spend a ton of 
money and still end up in a neigh- 
borhood that’s not that great, not 
that interesting and not near a 
Metro,” she said. 

The migration of newcomers 
in search of affordable housing is 
leading to development in neigh- 
borhoods that had been overlooked 


for decades. One example is the 
area around H Street Northeast. 
When the “Newcomer’s Hand- 
book for Moving to and Living in 
Washington D.C.” is updated this 
fall, it will include a new chapter 
on the “Atlas District” because of 
the interest the area has rapidly 
generated since the last edition 
came out in 2006, said the book’s 
author, Mike Livingston. 

And the downtown region 
bounded by the White House, the 
Mall, N Street Northwest and New 
Jersey Avenue — with the Verizon 
Center at its middle — saw the fast- 
est growth per square mile, adding 
6,270 housing units between 2000 
and 2010, according to Gerry Wid- 
dicombe, the director of econom- 
ic development at the Downtown 
Business Improvement District.

that if we needed to rent the build- 
ing out at some point it would be 
really easy, and we would be in a 
fun part of town,” Ginwala said. 

They considered Dupont Cir- 
cle, Chinatown, Penn Quarter, 
Adams Morgan and U Street but 
soon discovered that their options, 
given what they could afford, were 
limited. 

“Our initial goal was condos, 
but they were so expensive and 
the fees were so high,” Mesiwala 
said. “You might be paying $2,000 
or $3,000 for a mortgage and on 
top of that anywhere from $400 to 
$1,000 in maintenance.” 


In the end, they found an 
attractive two-bedroom rowhouse 
between U Street and Dupont Cir- 
cle that had been lingering on the 
market. They recalled that the gar- 
den was unkempt and mold had 
grown on the deck. 

“Really, all it needed was a good 
power-washing,” said Ginwala, who 
suggested that the building’s mod- 
est neglect helped the couple afford 
their neighborhood of choice. 

Johnson said he meets lots of 
newcomers with sticker shock. 

“It’s rare that people come to 
the city and say, ‘God, things are 
so cheap. I can get more than what 
I expected,’ “ he said. “Usually, it’s 
the reverse. They might come here 
looking for a nice penthouse and 
quickly find that, based on their 
price range, what they’re actual- 
ly looking for is a small two-bed- 
room.” 

Some newcomers say housing 
in D.C. is just too expensive. 

Leah, a 36-year-old lawyer who 
declined to give her last name 
because she does not want her

Fresh Eyes, 

Fresh Challenges 

Last year, David Alpert conducted 
a survey on his blog, Greater 
Greater Washington, asking 
readers to state where they had 
moved from, which neighborhood 
they had moved to, why 
they moved there and what 
transportation they use. The 
90 people who volunteered 
information listed previous 
residences across the country and 
as far away as North Africa. Only 
about half said someone in their 
household sometimes used a car, 
including carpooling and Zipcar, 
with many proudly declaring 
freedom from automobiles. 

But what most intrigued 
Alpert, who moved from New 
York City to Dupont Circle in 
2008 because his wife got a job 
at a law firm, was the range of 
neighborhoods commenters 
chose. 

“I was really surprised to see 
Anacostia so often,” Alpert said. 

David Garber, who writes 
the blog And Now, Anacostia 
and renovates houses in the 
neighborhood, proposed that 
newcomers “are coming here 
without all of the stereotypes 
people in the region have and might 
be looking at places like Anacostia 
with fresh eyes.” 

But an influx of newcomers to 



Getting Around 

Transportation is a prime con- 
sideration for every newcomer 
— renter or buyer. “You have a lot 
of young people who are com- 
ing here without cars, so they’re 
relying on public transporta- 
tion," said Chris Donatelli, the 
president of Donatelli Develop- 
ment, which has built three res- 
idential buildings directly above 
Metro stops. Metro availabili- 
ty practically sold Chuck Clay, 
a 35-year-old bookstore man- 
ager, on a rental three years ago 
when he and his wife moved to 
D.C. from Florida. “When we got 
off the Metro on the last day of 
searching, we saw this build- 
ing right in front of us with a sign 
that said ‘now leasing,"’ said 
Clay, who moved into the High- 
land Park complex above the 
Columbia Heights Metro stop. 
“Being so close to the Metro ... 
made it an easy decision to live 
in this neighborhood." l. j.k. 
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D.C. neighborhoods sometimes 
carries new concerns. 

When newcomers arrive, said 
Martha Ross, Brookings’ deputy 
director of Greater Washington 
research, they are moving into 
extant communities. In the case 
of Columbia Heights, for example, 
she said they are joining a mixed- 
income neighborhood in the midst 
of an economic transformation. 

“You don’t get the sense that the 
people who live in the subsidized 
housing along 14th Street are 
connected to the economy in 
the same way as the people who 
live in the market-rate housing,” 
Ross said. “There’s low-income 
and high-income folks living side 
by side, but it doesn’t feel really 
integrated. That can lead to some 
social friction.” 

Dan Silverman, author of the 
Prince of Petworth blog, which 
covers many of the Northwest 
neighborhoods that have drawn 
renewed interest, said the topic 
of whether newcomers have been 
beneficial to these neighborhoods 
is controversial. 

“I hear people say it in a 
positive way and a negative way,” 
Silverman said. “But in the last 10 
years, there have clearly been a lot 
of positive retail and residential 
developments that have come to 
neighborhoods like Columbia 
Heights.” 

Silverman said at least some of 
the new amenities do seem to be 
meeting grounds for newcomers 


and longtime residents. Visitors 
to the Chipotle on 14th Street near 
the Columbia Heights Metro stop, 
he offered, can find a cross-section 
of the community there. 

When Oramenta Newsome, 
executive director of Washington’s 
Local Initiatives Support Corp., 
began working in Columbia 
Heights in the 1990s, she focused 
on renewing housing and bringing 
transportation and businesses to 
what had been a neglected area. 
But with the arrival of several

of the goals for which she had 
pushed — including the Metro in 
1999 and the DC USA shopping 
center in 2008 — now her focus 
is shifting. Columbia Heights now 
attracts many newcomers, but its 
housing prices have also gone up, 
so LISC is working with groups 
in Columbia Heights to ensure 
the neighborhood has affordable 
housing — and that all the residents 
benefit from the neighborhood’s 
economic success. 

“Sometimes you have to be 
careful what you ask for, because 
you may get it,” Newsome said, luke

To the decorating-obsessed among 
us, John and Sherry Petersik have 
a gig we dream about: They fix 
up their home, blog about it and 
get paid. 

In the past weeks, they fur- 
nished and accessorized an empty 
guest room and adjoining bath- 
room, painted wooden ceiling 
beams in their living room, scored 
a pair of $35 vintage chairs for 
their home office, fashioned a bed- 
side table using a thrift store lug- 
gage rack, replaced a ceiling fan 
in their master bedroom with a 
paper pendant lamp and de-clut- 
tered their carport. 

As the writers of Young House 
Love, an addictive home-improve- 


ment blog (Younghouselove.com), 
the Petersiks chronicle the do-it- 
yourself decorating “adventures 
(and misadventures)” in their 
Richmond, Va., home. They’re 
not trained carpenters or interior 
designers. It’s the story they tell 
about their renovations that has 
made them successful. 

Advertising on the 3 1/2-year- 
old blog, and other editorial work, 
now generates enough income to 
support the entire Petersik fam- 
ily, which includes 10-month- 
old Clara and a feisty Chihuahua 
named Burger. 

Since the start of Young House 
Love, John and Sherry Petersik, 
both 29, have renovated their first 
home inside and out. Now they’re 
on to house No. 2 and are starting 
again, blogging about every wall 
they paint, nail they hammer and 
deal they find. 

“We’re keeping a diary and 
sharing our life,” Sherry Petersik 
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says. “It’s rewarding to get support 
for that. And it’s rewarding to know 
our little old diary is encouraging 
others to make their homes some- 
thing they’re proud of, too.” 

Their “little old diary” gets more 
than 3.5 million page views per 
month. Each post routinely garners 
about 250 reader comments (the 
highest, in response to a Z Gallerie 
gift card giveaway, was 11,691). At 
a recent count, the blog had more 
than 20,000 followers on Facebook 
and nearly 10,000 on Twitter. 

The blog’s popularity has led 
the Petersiks to a book deal. They 
recently signed with Artisan/ 
Workman to write a home-relat- 
ed book that is supposed to hit 
shelves in 2012. 

Like many homeowners, the 
Petersiks are learning as they go. 
So what makes the masses clamor

for their input and advice? 

“First of all, they’re adorable,” 
says talk show host and designer 
Nate Berkus. In the fall, the Peter- 
siks appeared on “The Nate Berkus 
Show” as DIY experts and judges 
for a design challenge. 

“Their delivery is particular- 
ly charming and endearing, and 
their information is delivered in a 
smart way,” Berkus says. 

“I think Young House Love 
could easily transition into a TV 
program.” 

How they started 

The Petersiks met in New York after 
college while working at the same 
advertising agency. But the more 
affordable lifestyle and the fact that 
John Petersik had grown up in Fair- 
fax County, among other

reasons, led them to Richmond. 
They bought a 1,300-square-foot 
brick ranch house that was “real- 
ly inexpensive, really small and in 
terrible shape,” says Sherry Peter- 
sik, and got married. 

Despite having zero home- 
improvement experience, they decid- 
ed to renovate their kitchen. John 
Petersik suggested they blog about 
it. “I thought the kitchen would be 
a stressful project, and a blog would 
help blow off steam,” he says. 

When they won the grand 
prize ($5,000) for the “best home- 
improvement blog” in a contest 
only months after publishing their 
first post, they knew they were on 
to something. 

A large part of the blog’s appeal 
is that the Petersiks are so darn lik- 
able. They’re the kind of people you 
meet and instantly want to invite 
to your next dinner party. 

How they work 

Young House Love is part personal 


diary and part resource for afford- 
able furnishings, home-related tips, 
tutorials and easy DIY projects. 
From buying a mattress to build- 
ing a bathroom vanity, blog read- 
ers get a step-by-step account with 
pictures and a breakdown of every 
penny spent. 

The Petersiks rarely set a budget 
when embarking on a project, abid- 
ing by their own frugal mantra: “as 
inexpensive as possible.” 

In their previous home, for exam- 
ple, they gutted and renovated a 
bathroom, adding marble floors and 
floor-to-ceiling subway tile. With 
John Petersik doing most of the work 
himself, they spent about $1,800. 
The average midrange bathroom 
renovation costs $16,634, according 
to Remodeling magazine’s 2010-11 
Cost vs. Value Report. 

“We’re save-aholics,” says Sher- 
ry Petersik. “Spending a lot, even 
if we could, feels like a failure, a 
waste. If we were millionaires, we’d 
probably do the same things and 
make the same material choices. 
We sold our last house on our own; 
that’s the ultimate DIY.” 
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How they live 

One of the Petersiks is working on 
the blog at all times from 8 a.m. to 
9 p.m. on weekdays. The other is 
on Clara duty. They work on week- 
ends and vacations. 


Decorating and DIYing is “the 
easy, fun part,” says Sherry Peter- 
sik. “And probably only about 25 
percent of the whole job.” 

“People think it’s easy,” says 
John Petersik, “that blogging is just

throwing some thoughts together 
for a post and going about your day.

The Petersiks also answer about 
200 reader questions daily, manage 
social media and sponsors, orga- 
nize giveaways, and do their own 
Web coding. 

Not that they’re complaining.

New construction 
could change Adams 
Morgan's ecLeotic vibe 

Neighborhoods 

Back when heading east of I6th 
Street after dark felt risky, Adams 
Morgan was ground zero for Wash- 
ington’s nightlife scene. One of the 
city’s most ethnically and racially 
diverse neighborhoods, the com- 
munity had a quirky vibe, and the 
area’s spine, I8th Street NW, was 
studded with eclectic restaurants 
and bars. 

That was a couple decades ago.

But Adams Morgan doesn’t seem 
to have changed much. During the 
day, I8th Street’s garishly painted 
buildings and empty storefronts 
give it a look bordering on seedy, 
and in the evenings, crowds of 
partying 20-somethings clog the 
streets and sidewalks for hours. 

Within Adams Morgan, though, 
residents are enthusiastic about 
their neighborhood, citing upsides 
including its central location, inde- 
pendent businesses, and that multi- 
ethnic, mixed-income variety of 
residents that has always been the 
area’s hallmark. And with a few 
tweaks — developments that are 
slated for the next few years — the 
community’s strengths may once 
again become clear to the rest of 
the city, too. 

Walking around the neighbor- 
hood is a study in contrasts. On 
I8th Street, there’s Tryst, the ever- 
crowded coffee shop; Idle Time 
Books, a used-book store; and 
Amsterdam Falafel — all quirky, 
locally owned businesses. 

But there’s also the dusty B&K 
News Stand, with its extensive “over 
18” section; Tattoo Paradise; and 
several papered-over windows. 

Sefika Kurt explained what it 
takes for a business to thrive in 
Adams Morgan. Her store, A Little 
Shop of Flowers, isn’t visible from 
I8th Street, but she said she’s built 


up strong relationships with resi- 
dents in the past 20 years. “Adams 
Morgan is about more personal 
service; it’s not a Metro location, 
so whatever business you’re in has 
to be personal,” she said. 

Some new additions, however, 
could have a serious impact on that. 
The most significant is a boutique 
hotel that will incorporate the hulk- 
ing, unused First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, sanctuary near the cor- 
ner of I8th Street and Columbia 
Road. The project still awaits zon- 
ing approvals and probably won’t 
be operating until 2015, but with 
174 rooms, it may add some much- 
desired foot traffic. 

Then there’s the streetscape 
project, a 15-month District Depart-

ment of Transportation effort that’s 
about to get under way. It’s likely to 
transform l8th Street, eliminating 
diagonal parking spaces, widening 
sidewalks, and adding new street- 
lights, trees and bike racks. 

And then there’s the WY18 con- 
dos, two historic buildings on l8th 
Street that are undergoing gut ren- 
ovations and will emerge as condo- 
minium buildings, with 43 units in 
total expected to be priced between 
$300,000 and $600,000. 

So change is in the air for Adams 
Morgan, though the result is unclear. 
Some residents say they hope things 
won’t change too much. 

“I love it,” said Mike Gould, 72, 
who has lived in his rowhouse near 
Calvert Street since 1987. “It’s next 
to the park, you can walk to res- 
taurants, I can ride my bike down- 
town, it’s aesthetically beautiful, 
it’s diverse — no, it hasn’t real- 
ly changed, but, my God, what 
more could you possibly want?”

Ivanka Trump just added to her 

obscene list of accomplishments 
(she’s not even 30!) by designing 
her own footwear line with shoe 
designer Marc Fisher. The real 
estate exec-turned-design mogul 
just visited D.C. to debut her spring 
2011 collection at Nordstrom Tysons 
Corner. Express talked to Trump 
about shoes, style and her short- 
lived stint as a Washingtonian. 

Why design a shoe collection? 

I have an addiction to shoes that 
many women share. I inherit- 
ed mine from my mother, but I 
felt that there was a real spot in 
the marketplace for what I want- 
ed to design, which is an afford- 
able, high-style shoe. Right now, 
you either see designs tending 
toward dowdy, extremely conser- 
vative or shoes with 10 -inch Lucite 


heels. There isn’t much in the mid- 
dle that feels refined, elegant and 
beautiful. 

What makes a good shoe? Is it the 
design or comfort? 

It’s a combination of both. There 
aren’t many people who can craft 
a high-quality shoe. I was very for- 
tunate to partner with Marc Fish- 
er, because he really understands 
what goes into shoe construction. 
But I have to think about comfort, 
because I’m on my feet all day in 
New York. So comfort is important, 
but not at the total expense of style. 
The marriage of those two entities 
makes a great shoe. 

You’ve also designed a brid- 
al shoe collection. What shoe 
should Kate Middleton wear? 

We actually drew something up for 


her just for fun! The shoe, of course, 
has to work in conjunction with the 
dress. She’s fortunate that she can 
wear a high heel and doesn’t have to 
tailor to height restrictions, which 
is nice, because Prince William is 
quite tall. But an elegant heel in a 
gorgeous white satin is a classic 
choice. We embellished ours with

Who needs Wallace Beery when 
you have Paul Giamatti? 

Beery, cinemaniacs will recall, 
was the protagonist of the big-stu- 
dio wrestling picture that drove 
a screenwriter crazy in the Coen 
Brothers’ Depression-era show- 
biz satire “Barton Fink.” Giamat- 
ti stars in a wrestling picture that 
reinvigorates the genre with verve, 
warmth and heart. “Win Win,” 
from note-perfect writer-director 
Tom McCarthy, couldn’t be further 
from the sort of craven, assembly- 
line Hollywood products the Coens 
bemoaned. But in spirit and sheer 
joie de vivre, it’s everything the 
movie business should aspire to. 


“Win Win” exemplifies movies the 
way they oughtta be.

I'm not sure how much 
work the coach had to do, because 
Shaffer's portrayal is so absolutely 
spot-on. Kyle is a troubled kid — ad- 
dict mom, absentee dad — but some- 
one clearly did something right, as 
he says “please" and “thank you" and 
asks whether it's OK for him to smoke 
inside the house. When he's told he 
shouldn't smoke, he politely says, “I 
know. But if I DID ..." He rarely smiles, 
but when he does, it's such a surprise, 
you can't help but smile, too. 

I have no idea whether Shaffer 
plans to do anything else, career-wise. 
But his performance here is so sharply 
perfect. I'm not sure I want him to.

“Winston Churchill: Walking With 
Destiny” would make a perfect- 
ly good PBS or History Channel 
documentary — Episode 4, say, in 
an exhaustive, 15-part miniseries 
about World War 11. Sober, thor- 
ough and uplifting, it focuses on 
a very thin slice of historical pie: 
the career of the celebrated British 
prime minister from his ascension 
to the job in May 1940 to the Jap- 
anese bombing of Pearl Harbor 
in December 1941 and America’s 
entry into World War 11. 

Though there is a littie prologue 
and epilogue, the bulk of the film 
(by director Richard Trank) looks 
at how Churchill shepherded his 
countrymen through the evacua- 
tion of Dunkirk, the Battle of Brit- 
ain and the London Blitz, keep- 
ing up national morale until the 
Yanks finally decided to join his 
nation’s fight. 

The unequivocal message of 
the film — which includes inter- 
views with Churchill’s grandchil- 
dren, biographers and historians 
such as Doris Kearns Goodwin 
— is this: Without Churchill, 
there might still be Nazi flags 
flying over European capitals.

Film Review 

“Desert Flower” has all the trap- 
pings of a good fairy tale, espe- 
cially those moments of despair so 
extreme that a happy ending seems 
almost impossible. But what makes 
Sherry Hermann’s film astounding 
is that it’s real. The autobiography- 
turned-biopic is based on the life of 
African nomad, supermodel and 
activist Waris Dirie. 

Born in Somalia, Dirie escaped 
marriage at 13 by walking alone 
for days through the desert to find 
a grandmother she had never met. 
She then moved to London and 
found work as a cleaning woman 
at McDonald’s. While mopping 
the floors, she was discovered by a 
renowned fashion photographer, 
who turned her into a supermodel. 
After finding fame, Dirie dropped 
a bombshell: At the age of 3, she 
had suffered ritual female geni-

tal mutilation, a horrifying prac- 
tice that meant lifelong pain for her 
and death for a number of her fam- 
ily members. She then traded in her 
globe-trotting life to work as a high- 
level advocate for the elimination of 
female genital mutilation. 

The drama of the proceedings 
is intense but nicely balanced by 
the comedy in Hormann’s script. 
The fish- out- of- water elements 


yield some laughs as Dirie, played 
by Ethiopian model Liya Kebede, 
appears to have learned what little 
English she knows from the Weather 
Channel and game shows. A number

of eccentric characters portrayed by 
a who’s-who of British actors also 
add to the levity. Golden Globe win- 
ner Sally Hawkins plays Dirie’s best 
friend, a goofy would-be ballerina, 
while Juliet Stevenson nearly steals 
the show as a no-nonsense model- 
ing agent who drifts ostentatiously 
between English and French. 

But this is a movie with a 
message, and the most memo- 
rable scenes turn out to be the 
most emotionally draining.

I SAWTHE DEVIL (Unrated, 141 minutes) 
“The Devil” is not as lurid as the most 
notorious American slasher flicks. It’s 
also more skillfully made than the typical 
Flollywood mass-murder orgy. Director 
Kim Jee-woon is a born filmmaker, even 
if this script is unworthy of his efforts. 
The movie is primarily a grudge match 
between the relentless killer, Kyung-chul, 
who drives a school bus for a living, and 
his equally obsessive tracker, government 
special agent Soo-hyun.

Surely part of the novel’s appeal is its 
upright title character, who suffers mis- 
erably and unfairly, first at the hands of 
her abusive aunt, then at a sadistic girls’ 
school and finally with that master of 
mixed signals, Edward Rochester.

The good news about HBO’s 
new five-part miniseries “Mildred 
Pierce” is that it allows Kate Winslet 
a chance for an exhausting, master- 
ful portrayal that makes you forget 
all about Crawford. She’s in practi- 
cally every scene, a feat that all but 
rivals Vivien Leigh’s equally dom- 
inant role in the nearly four-hour 
film “Gone With Wind.” 

For all of her screen time, Winslet 
never hits a false note. Her Mildred 
is a force of nature, a Depression- 
era divorcee who becomes a busi- 
ness empress and restaurant chain 
owner with sheer smarts, determi- 


nation, hard work and vision. 

All the same, she’s ultimately 
done in by her voracious physical 
appetites and her devotion to the 
wrong playboy (Guy Pearce), and 
her devotion to her selfish daugh- 
ter, Vida (Evan Rachel Wood), one 
of the most hateful and ungrateful 
female characters ever created. 

Directed by Todd Haynes, “Mil- 
dred Pierce” is awash with period 
effects, costumes and lush art direc- 


tion. In great movies, such details 
serve the purpose of artful story- 
telling. Unfortunately, in this “Mil- 
dred Pierce” you have a lot of time to 
appreciate all that 1930s furniture, 
wallpaper and underwear because 
the miniseries moves at a glacial 
pace.
